The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-8 are drawn to a dosage regimen for administering tramadol (pain killer) 
to a patient comprising administering :about 75-125 mg of tramadol in a controlled 
release dosage from once-a-day for about 4-10 days; then about 175-225 mg of 
tramadol in a controlled release dosage form once-a-day for about 4-10 days; then 
about 275-325 mg of tramadol in a controlled release dosage from once-a-day for at 
lesati day and optionally thereafter. 

Claimed method of free of prior art. Further the prior art fails to suggest such 
specifically claimed method. Hence said method is also non-obvious. 

Claims 1-8 are allowed.
